The AB fine arts airbrush in the finest instru¬ 
ment obtainable. A sensitive rocking lever action 
provides easy and positive control of t.be atomized 
color from a siia.ll dot to the sharpest line- "''hi eh 
may be gradually widened by lever action to the 
color pattern desired,, 

Panel effects, contrasts, stone, metal and cloth 
textures are but a few of the great variety of tex¬ 
tures that are made with the AB airbrushes and the 
skill of the artists. 

With a round deep cup and replaceable needle bear¬ 
ing, the improved design makes conversion from 
easel position to drawing board position a simple 
adjustment, The specially shaped cup holds more 
color with less pou sibility of spilling. A drop of 
color at the point of the cap is till that is needed 
for many important jobs. 

The AR airbrush will not clog with opaque colors, 
India inks, printers inks or dyes can also be used 
without the slightest injury to the airbrush. How¬ 
ever, colors should not be left to dry in the color 
clip.High grade colors wi 11 produce the best results. 

Practice is of utmost importance to acquire skill 
and to create the many fine artistic effects poss¬ 
ible in freehand air drawings, mechanic a J, and photo 
retouching, 

OPERATION: It is important to have clean, dry air 
to insure best results and work. 6 r, i. Manual Air 
Moi 3 lure Condenser Unit of 12* A Automatic Air Mois¬ 
ture Condenser Unit is of sufficient capacity to 
provide clean and instantly regulated; air pressure 
at all times for several airbrushes. Regulate air 
to about 25 lbs. or from a few lbs* for atipple to 
any higher pressure for finer atomization* 

After attaching air hose to the compressor or air 
outlet, blow out any foreign matter that, may be in 
the air hose OT airline, then screw AC20°l/4 -40 
thread coupling securely onto 2-A12B valve casing. 
Check all hose and pipe connections to make sure 
there are no air leaks. When cup is new it is nec¬ 
essary to start flow of color by using a stiff 
brush to pash the color into the needle slot,or by 
pressing the thumb over the entire cup opening in 
a pumping action, thus feeding color to the needle 
slot* Repeat this action until color flows freely 
in the slot of 7-A1T7 needle bearing* 

Airbrush should be held so that the needle is 
aralle) to the surface of work. Press I9-A121 finger 
utton straight down with index finger, in which 
position the airbrush will produce a fine line when 
held near the working surface. To widen the spray 
draw the airbrush gradually away from the surface. 
For shading and ground laying, the airbrush should

be hold away from the surface, the amount of color 
depending on how far back the finger 1 ever i a pulled. 

Practice finger movement until familiar with 
action of the airbrush and the distance it should 
be held from the work to Obtain the desired width 
of the color to be applied, 

IMPORTANT ADJUSTMENTS; 10-A142needle guide holds 
the needle in ul i glimen, t r Tbi S should be adjusted to 
guide the needle in the bearing, not too tight (as 
this will cause friction} and not too loose (as 
this will permit needle to vibrate. The needle should 
move freely to produce the finest line, graduating 
into a wader atomized pattern according to the 
positions of the finger lever, 

20-.A60 Lever adjusting screw regulates the needle 
so that it can always be set to start with the 
finest, line. By turning lAl-AbO Screw to the right, 
needle ia brought forward to start with a heavier 
line, 

11-A116 needle is one of the most important parts 
of the airbrush, us results produced depend on the 
fineness of the needle point, Needles are shaped, 
bent and cut to fit and are easily replaced* The 
needles are packed in special holders to protect 
the fine point of the needles, required for finest 
detail work protection and care must be taken that 
the point is always kept straight, A bent needle 
will cause frayed linea, Wien changing the needle, 
use tweezers and place bent end down in L2-A1Q7 
walking arm slot, and into grove below. Press needle 
under 10-A142 needle guide and gently place point 
of needle into'7-A177 needle bearing slot without 
handing it. For removing, reverse procedure, A fine 
line depends upon the point and the position of the 
finger lever* 

6‘A1QI air blast jet most always be set SO that 
air blast will center the needle. Proper alignment 
of the air blast with the needle will produce a 
fine 1 ine and smooth spray, If air jet (5-AlQl orifice 
is clogged the spray will be coarse. Clean by re¬ 
moving air blast and blow out any foreign material. 

1-A140 speed regulating screw controls the speed 
□ f the wheel and the needle. Regulate for fast or 
slow feed of color, 

5-A14J? stipple adjusting screw controls the volume 
of air released. By turning this screw to the right, 
a stipple effect can be produced. Ry varying the 
position of this screw, the texture of the stipple 
cun be controlled from a very fine to a coarse 
stipple which requires a very low air pressure and 
heavy color to create stipple, 

B-A179 color cup is adjustable for drawing board 
or easel use. To change the position of the color cup. 




tilt cup ta desired position with fingers. Color 
cup screw 9-A160 shout dl be ti ght at al 1 times. Adj ust 
the air blast if necessary f to cent.ST the needle 
for ^smooth or course texture affects. 

7-AL7T needle bearing is removable, when worn 
out, press out and insert a tew bearing. Place in 
alignment with needle taper slat. 

CARE ANO CLEANING: Far cleaning use a bristle 
brush saturated with solvent for color used. After- 
soaking until the dry color has dissolved, empty 
color cup by placing the bristle between 6-A1Q1 air 


blast jet and the 7-AlTT needle bearing. Then oper¬ 
ate the finger lever to create a suction to draw 
the remaining fluid from the cup. Dry with air 
pressure before putting airbrush away, 

15-Al14 self-feeding grease tups should be kept 
filled with vasoline lubricant. 1Q-A142 needle 
guide should be lubricated, so that the needle 
may run w i t.h ou t friction.
